1. The Appeal Brief filed by Applicant on 05/12/2010 has been 
entered. 

2. Claim 6, 8 and 16-19 have been canceled. 

Response to Appeal Brief 

3. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 05/12/2010 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5, 10, 13-15 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nakata, WO 00/50473 
(hereinafter "Nakata") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-5, 7, 9-15 and 20-24 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 

Examiner is Nakata. The Examiner concurs with Applicant in 
that Nakata does not teach at least on hydrophobic organic

substance having a molecular weight of up to 2000 and Nakata 
does not explicitly teach an ethylene copolymer wax.
